CHOPPED DOWN THE TELEGRAPH POLES. 


New Orleans’ City Council Resents the 
Postal Company’s Defiant Attitude. 

New ORkLzans, La., July 2.—[Special.]— 
When the Council recently granted the Postal 
Telegraph and Cable company the right to 
enter the city it was stipulated that it should 
either use the poles of other companies or 
construct an underground cable, The com- 
pany did not give its consent, and instead of 
utilizing the cable privilege in its grant again 
applied to the Council for permission to go 
underground, The Council, without even 
hearing the Postal Telegraph people, refused 
the request. Monday night the company 
put up a line of poles and strung two 
wires to its office, The Council at once or- 
dered an investigation and, if the report 
proved true, required the Mayor to 
tear down the poles. No report was expected 
until Friday night, and the telegraph com- 
pany expected to take out an injunction. 
Chairman A. C. Landrey of the Streets and 
Landings committee, who had charge of the 
investigation, evidently with the injunction in 
view, filed his report today and with it a re- 
quest that the Mayor carry out the Council’s 
order. Half an hour afterwards the Mayor 
had the poles chopped down against the pro- 
test of the Postal Telegraph and before it 
could appeal to the courts. It will make a 
strong appeal. 

Mayor Shakespeare says he carried out an 
order to which he is opposed. The action of 
the Council disgusted him and seemed to say 
that the fight to erect poles belonged only to 
a few people of the Council’s choice. He 
wants the people to find out how the Council 
is working against their interests and so car- 
ried out the order, believing that the result 
will be to place the Council in such a position 
before the public that the latter will see clear- 
ly what is going on. There will doubtless be 
some sensational developments. 


Failure of a St. Louis Shoe Firm. 

Sr. Louis. Mo., July 2.—Joseph Baum & Co., 
shoe dealers at Sixth and St. Charles streets, 
filed confessions of judgment in the Circuit Court 
today for $87,000. The firm is composed of Joseph

Further Trouble Expected, 

June 9 Consul Leonard at Shanghai tele- 
graphed Admiral Belknap as follows: A 
band of Chinese who have attacked Yangshow 
were repulsed at Kinkiang. They destroyed 
the French Mission at Woosieh last night and 
are reported to be at Soochow, seventy miles 
from here. Their route leads directly to 
Shanghai, and there is every indication they 
will destroy the French Mission eighteen 
miles from Shanghai and then attack the 
French Mission at Sieawei, four miles from 
Shanghai. The Russian and French gunboats 
have gone up river. I think it is a Chinese 
insurrection.” 

A telegram received: at Yokohama from 
Kinkiang, dated June 6, says Kinkiang is 
quiet and Chinese troops are guarding the 
American residents out of the city. Hang- 
kow is quiet, The gunboat Porpoise is there 
and there are three ships here. A customs of- 
ficer named Green and a British missionary 
named Argrens were killed at Woosich. The 
United States steamship Palos collided with 
the lightship at Shanghai May 30 and then ran 
ashore, but was not much damaged. 

Admiral Belknap, at Yokohama, has re- 
ceived the following telegram from Shanghai, 
dated June 8: “ Last Friday there was a riot 
at Kinkiang, but the English and French gun- 
boats and the Palos stopped it. Foreign wom- 
en and children were taken on board the In- 
constant. —Two men were killed at Wahu. 
The Palos proceeded there immediately. 
Trouble is threatened at Hankow. The 
gunboat Porpoise is there. Serious ap- 
prehensions; are again felt here. The foreign 
Ministers at Pekin informed the Chinese

WORK FOR THEIR TASEMASTEBRS, 


Italian Children Forced to Beg on the 
Streets for the Padrones. 

It is the belief of some of the Humane So- 
*ciety officers that the Italian padrones are 
operating in Chicago and that their slaves are 
largely children whom they send out with 
musical instruments to beg. 

**T am firmly convinced that it is s0,” said 
Officer Turk lust night speaking of the sub- 
ject. “Only yesterday morning as I was 
crossing the Van Buren street viaduct I met four- 
teen or fifteen Italian children ranging in age 
from three or four years to ten or twelve. 
The larger ones had musical instruments of 
various sorts and the wee ones carried tin 
cups to collect pennies, I watched thein and 
meee they got over on the West Side they sepa- 
rated to begin their day’s work. I tried to flud 
out from some of them whether they were all 
working for one man, but they either could 
not or would not understand. Then there is 
an Italian woman whom I have had my eye 
on for some time. She usually sits on 
Monroe street, a little west of La Salle. 
She has a baby in arms, a small boy 3 or 4 
years old whom she sends across the street 
to beg, and three others who circulate in 
various directions.

POWDERLY MAKES A STATEMENT. 


Foster, Sherman, and McKinley Said to Be 
: Interested in the Matter. 

Purraperpa, Pa., July 2.—General Mas- 
ter Workman Powderly of the Knights of 
Labor has prepared the following statement 
relative to the controversy over the re- 
employment of the plate-printers dropped 
from the rolls of the Bureau of Printing and 
Engraving in Washington:

was not the subject of discussion at the meeting 
held at Mansfield between Gen. Sherman, Maj. 
McKinley, and himself. That matter was dis- 
cussed at Mansfield, a settlement advised, and 1 
hold the proofs over the signature of 
Maj. McKinley himself. On his re 
turn to Washington the Secretary of the 
Treasury wired the General Worthy Foreman of 
this order, Mr. Cavanagh, to come to Washington 
thatthe matter might be settled. The General 
Worthy Foreman complied with the request and 
on June , at 10 a. m., had a moment's interview 
with the Secretary of the Treasury, who, without 
discursing the merits of the case, named 2 p. m., 
that day, as a time when he would meet our com- 


mittee. 
Called on Mr, Foster. 

At that hour. Messrs. Devlin and Cavanagh 
called at the Treasury Department, saw Mr. Fos- 
ter, and concluded an agreement to restore the 
discharged men to their places. He even went so 
far as to write a letter to one of them asking him 
to advise him whether he wished to be reém- 
ployed. That letter embodied the agreement en- 
tored into. It is written in his owa hand and 
over his own signature. We hold that letter as 
proof of what we say. 

Mr. Devlin made the memorandum of the terms 
on which the agreement was based and on the 
strength of which he wrote the letter. The terms 
are ab follows: ‘That the seven men who have 
been dropped from the rolls in the plate 
printing department shall be restored to 
their former places or places of equal 
importance and pay, and that they shall be 
treated with the same fairness and consideration 
as other plate printers by the chief and his assist- 
ants in the bureau. That four of them shall be 
restored within ten days and the balance within 
two weeks from this date.“ 

Mr. Devlin’s first proposal was that all the dis- 
charged men should be restored to their places 
within ten days, but in order to conciliate the 
Secretary he prepared the foregoing and it was 
approved by Mr. Foster, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and Mr. Meredith, Chief of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing. It was stated by Mr. 
Meredith that the agreement could be carried out 
without the displacement of any man in the de- 
partment. 

These deliberations were concluded and those 
present congratulating themselves upon the 
happy termination of the difficulty when a com- 
mittee of plate printers were called into the Sec- 
retary'’s chamber by Mr. Meredith. The card 
which announced their arrival bore this inscrip- 
tion: “A delegation from the Gompers Federa- 
tion of Labor desires to be heard before a settle- 
ment is arrived at with the Knights of Labor.“ 

Ready for a Fight. 

These men had been called away from their 
machines at 11 o'clock that day, just as soon as it 
became known that Mr. Cavanagh had arranged 
with the Secretary of the Treasury for an inter- 
view. They were drilled by Mr. Meredith as to 
their speech and conduct while deliberating with 
the Secretary, but the instructions were not com- 
plete, for Mr. Meredith forgot to tell them the 
name of the organization. they were supposed 
to represent before the Secretary, and they gave 
the name of an association that does not and 
never did exist. After a short interview with this 
committee the Secretary turned to Mr, Devlin 
and, snatching some papers from his hands, said: 


“If there is to be a fight with this organization 


or yours 1 don't know but what I had better 
fight yours.“ 

To that Mr. Devlin replied: “If it is to be a 
fight 1 guess we can do a little of that ourselves.” 

Mr. Devlin then called his attention to the fact 
that he had concluded an agreement to settle the 
matter; that in that agreement no man, whether 
Knight of Labor or member of the federation, was 
to be discriminated against or displaced, but 
the Secretary of the Treasury stated that he 
would have to send for Mr. Gompers before he 
could arrive at a further understanding of the 
case. The advisers of Mr. Foster have influenced 
him toso act as to give the controversy such 
a coloring as to create the impression 
that it is a struggle between labor organiza- 
tions, Such is not the case, We have no fight, 
quarrel, or dispute with any labor organization, 
and this contest will not be so regarded by the 
general officers of the Knights of Labor. Mr. 
Foster has an undoubted right to consult with 
Mr. Gompers if he pleases, but the fact still re- 
mains that none of the men involved belong to 
any organization but the Knights of Labor.

Judge James M, Love of the United States 
Court Expires at Keokuk,

warand joined the Third Ohio Regiment and 
served as Captain for two years, turning from 
the conflict in 1848 he continued his law business 
until 1850, when, hoping to find broader fields for 
the display of his legal ability. and with an eye to 
financial success,he went to seek a home west of the 
pathes of Waters. He settled in naman and 
mmediately began the practice of law. ing 4 
hard student he soon became one of the pore 
members of the Iowa bar. In 1853 he was elected 
to the State Senate and in 1855 was appointed 
Judgejof the United States Court for the District of 
Iowa. In 1883, Iowa being divided into districts, he 
became Judge forthe Southern District, which 
com prises uk, Des Moines, and Council Bluffs. 
The Judge leaves a widow and several children to 
mourn his loss, one son being dead. Politically 
Judge Love was a Democrat, but politics never 
iterfered with him in the faithful discharge of 
is duties as a conscientious, honorable, and up- 
right Judge. Since his residence in Iowa he had

They were drawn on the Western 
National Bank and $350,000 had been paid 
out before 11:30, when in order 
from Justice Bernard, stopping payment, 
was served upon President Brayton Ives. 
The total amount called for by its dividends 
is $1,875,000. I. & S. Wormser, who had divi- 
dend checks for $40,000, were the last ones 
paid. Holders of checks who had not heard 
of the injunction continued to present them- 
selves at the paying teller’s window dur- 
the day and were surprised 

All 
dividend checks which were 
presented for certification and were certified 
are considered by the bank as cash and are 
charged off as cash, This is a state of affairs

Bankers Approve the ‘New Form of the 
Debt Statement. 

New York, July. 2.— [Special.] — Bankers 
and financiers generally approve of the new 
form of the National Treasury statement. 
President H. W. Cannon of the Chase Nation- 
al Bank, who was Controller of the Currency, 
had nothing but praise for the new departure. 
He said: 

The change in the statement of the Treas- 
ury Department is in the line of a return to 
the methods pursued by Secretary McCul- 
lough, that is, offsetting all the _liabili- 
ties by all the assets and showing the 
balance of the latter. The Treasury 
Department in its relations to the public is 
like a great government bank of issue, and 

re is no reason for selecting any particular 
asset froin its resources and laying it aside as 
unavailable. All of the bullion, the subsidi- 
oy coin and the deposits in banks can and 
will be used by the department from 
time to time in the regular course of its busi- 
ness in the same manner that the assets of the 
Bank of England or the Bank of France are 
considered available in the natural course of 
their business, and I regard the form adopted 
by Secretary Foster as simple and easily un- 

As I understand the new form of the Treas- 
ury statement,“ said Henry Clews, it isto be 
made hereafter. to include the $100,000,000 
heretofore kept as a special fund against 
the greenback circulation. In new 
form of statement this item appears 
in the credit balance. It is also proposed by 
the Secretary to include in the credit side of 
the account, as so much money, the $25,000,~ 
000 of fractional currency, besides the 
money on deposit in the national de- 
pository banks.

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LESSENED THE WHISKY PRODUCTION. 


The Capacity of the Calumet and Shufeldt 
Distilleries Reduced, 

The whisky trust yesterday sent to Internal 
Revenue Collector Mamer the formal ‘notice 
required by law that the capacity of H. H. 
Shufeldt’s distillery had been reduced from 
4,500 bushels per day to 1,800 bushels daily. 
The capacity of the Calumet distillery has 
also been reduced from 3,200 to 2,200 bushels 
daily. Special Agent Sommerville said a sim- 
ilar curtailment of output has been made in 
all the trust distilleries throughout the coun- 
try. The summer season is generally dull in 
whisky making, but the Shufeldts never re- 
duced their capacity greatly even in the dull- 
est period. It is thought this is the first move 
made by the trust to create a scarcity, save its 
. and boost prices. 

e distilleries having cut down their out- 
put the internal revenue department found a

vate machinery is out of plumb to such an 
extent that it will be necessary for them to 
close down for several days in order that a 
new foundation may be put in.

ANOTHER BIG OFFICE BUILDING. 


The Cook. County Abstract Company to 
Erect a Seventeen-Story Structure. 

The Cook County Abstract and Trust com- 
pany took out a permit yesterday for the con- 
struction of a sixteen-story office building at 
Nos. 98 to 102 Washington street to cost $600,- 
000. The permit provides for seventeen stories, 
to cover the attic or roof story, which is used 
for storage purposes. It will be constructed 
of steel and will be thoroughly fireproof. The 
four lower stories will be built of blue Bed- 
ford stone and the upper stories of red Roman 
brick, with terra-cotta trimmings. The 
floors of the balls will be of mo- 
saic and the wainscoting of marble. 
The building will have a frontage of 60 feet 
on Washington street, and will be 126 feet 
deep. The light shaft will be on the side. 
Seven elevators will afford access to the top 
floors, and the buildi will be heated b 
steam and lighted by electricity. The Coo 
County Abstract company will occupy only a 
portion of the first floor, leaving more than 
500 offices to rent. The contract for the build- 
ing has been let at $600,000 to C. Everett 
Clark, and calls for the completion of the 
structure by May, 1892.

DILEMMA OF THE IOWA REPUBLICANS. 
The following was offered by Mr. Herschel 


of Davenport as a substitute for the plank on 
the subject of the liquor traffic, repurted by 
the Committee on Platform of the Iowa Re- 
publican State convention: | 

Resolved, That we favor such system of local 
option under high license as will afford 
and prohibition to those communities which de- 
sire the same, and also a wholesome restriction 
and regulation to those which under the prohib- 
itory system are and of necessity ever will be 
cursed by free liquor. 

It was defeated—yeas, 107; nays, 951—but 
it received a much larger vote than it would 
have done one, two, or three years ago. 
It is doubtful if ite reading would have been 
allowed then. Among the nays, too, were 200 
or 300 more of the class who support the re- 
port of a Committee on Platform simply be- 
cause it is their regular report. Had Mr. 
Herschel’s proposition been submitted by the 
committee it would have received at least 300 
votes in the convention. 

It was defeated because the Republican 
leaders of Iowa believed that the losses which 
would follow its adoption would be greater 
than those which would result from voting it 
down. They were afraid that if they modified 
their past policy the radical Prohibitionists 
would carry out their frequently-made threat 
vote for a ticket of their own—and give to 
the Democrats the Governor and Legislature, 
which will have to apportion the State. The 
Republican majority has been so worn down 
from the old 60,000 that the leaders think, and 
perhaps correctly, that if the Prohibitionists 
were to carry off any consider able number of 
Republican voters the earth would open and 
swallow up the party as it did Korah, Dathan, 
and Abiram. 

The men who are managing the party in 
Iowa cannot help seeing that it is their obe- 
dience to the dictation of the rabid Prohibi- 
tionists which has cut down their majorities 
so that two years ago the Democrats were 
able to elect a Governor. For years there has 
been a steady migration from the Republican 
party into the opposing camp. Republican 
leaders deplore this, and would be glad to 
have these emigrants back aguin. But they 
fear that if they adopted a resolution like that 
of Mr. Herschel the deserters would not be 
won back in sufficient numbers, while the Pro- 
bitionists would abscond. There is no doubt 
that the rabid Drys who make a practice 
of attendmg Republican conventions and

ence quite a number of voters. Odd as it 
seems there are many Iowans who prefer pa-

They may not be able to regain enough of 
those who deserted them on that prohibition 
issue. If they stick by the Prohibitory law they 
will retain the bulk of it, the Prohibitionists, 
and may not lose many of those high-li- 
cense Republicans who voted with them last 
fall for State officers. In that case they have 
a good fighting chance to win, The men who 
managed the convention were on the ground 
and did the best they knew how to secure 
party success. November will teil whether 
they acted wisely. 


WHY BINDING TWINE IS CHEAPER. 

Binding twine, of the high price of which 
the farmers were complaining 80 bitterly a 
year or two ago, is 3 cents a pound cheaper 
now than it was then, and the wheat-growers 
of the West, with a big harvest on their hands, 
will appreciate keenly the lessened cost of 
what is to them a necessary and expensive 
article. The average twine bill of the Min- 
nesota farmer was said last summer to be $50 
a year or 2 cents a bushel, 

What caused this marked reduction in the 
price of binding twine? The simple fact that 
the new Tariff bill took off the duties on jute, 
manilla, sisal grass, istle, and sunn, the 
fibrous vegetable substances used in the man- 
ufacture of twine. Under the old law the 
duty on twine was 2½ cents a pound. That 
on manilla was $25 a ton, and on sisal and 
sunn $15. The Western members forced a re- 
duction of the duty on twine to 114 cents and 
made the raw materials free. The Massachu- 
| setts twine manufacturers were pleased with 

the last part of this, but objected strenuously 
to the first, and told a pitiful tale how they 
would be “ ruined it they did not have the 
old rate of protectioa retained on their product, 
even after getting their raw materials free. 
Attention was paid to them. The Senate 
listened to their lies and struck out the re- 
duced duty. Asa compromise between tne 
two Houses it was fixed at seven-tenths of a 
cent per pound, and the manufacturers re- 
newed their tearful wail that they would be 
“driven out of the business. One or two of 
the mills being in his district, Mr. Flower of 
New York, free-trader and Democrat, sympa- 
thizing with them, also wept. | 

The result was not what the Eastern twine 
manufacturers predicted. The free importa- 
tions of manilla, sisal, jute, and the other 
fibers have increased about 30 per cent; the 
price of the twine has teen reduced 3 cents a 
pound and the manufacturers, who form a 
kind of trust monopoly, are still making 
large profits, and the stock of the corporation 
they formed is paying good dividends. The 
farmers are saving about 2 cents a bushel on 
their grain by the reduction of the duty. If the 
twine makers had had their way in Congress 
they would have retained the old duty of 234 
cents, and have pocketed as ciear gain the dif- 
ference between itand the duty of seven-tenths 
of a cent, 

That which was done with binding twine 
ought to have been done with woolens. For 
years the textile grasses and vegetable fibers 
put on the free list by the last Congress had to 
pay duties because, although not preduced in 
this country, it was claimed that their use in- 
terfered with that of hemp, and that if they 
were kept out the United States woula grow 
all the hemp it needed for eoarse cordage, ete., 
of all kinds. But it did not, and never would 
have done so, The removal of the duty from 
these fibers has lessened the importation of 
foreign hemp and increased the demand for 
the home-grown article instead of checking it. 


At the same time the price of the manutact- 
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viduals. Nine months of its workings have 
shown-that it has beaten down the price of 
fine American wools 8 cents a pound, has 
lessened the demand for them, and increased 
enormously the importation of competing for- 


| eign wools. The price of woolens has not 


gone down, as the three Ohio shepherds said it 
would, but the quality has deteriorated—more 
cow hair, coarse wool, and cotton and less 
fine Ohio and Michigan wool. 

If Congress would remove the duties on 
camel, goat, and alpaca hair and on the 
coarse, cheap carpet wools from Turkey, Rus- 
sia, India, and South America, using them for 
reciprocity purposes, the demand for Ameri- 
can fleeces would be stimulated and the Ohio 
wool-raisers would get several cents a pound 
more than they do now, while there would be 
an almost immediate cheapening in the price 
of woolen goods. The McKinley bill made 
two experiments, one with binding twine and 
one with wool, The first is a success; the sec- 
ond is an utter failure. With these resulte be- 


fore their eyes how can intelligent men defend : 


the increased wool duties? 


KEEPING THE STREETS FREE AND CLEAN.’ 

The Commissioner of Public Works has pre- 
pared for the use of policemen a list of viola- 
tions of city ordinances for which they must 
keep a special lookout, and Supt. McClaughry 
will see to it that his men attend to their busi- 
ness or get their walking papers, Henceforth 
the patrolmen, as they go their rounds, must 
keep their eyes out for signs which do not 
comply with the regulations and for all ob- 
structions of the streets or sidewalks by ve- 
hicles, fruit stands, show cases, barrels, and 
merchandise of all kinds. It will not be safe 
for them to take notice of one offender and 
wink at the misdeeds of another, for if any 
man is obliged to obey the law while he sees 
his neighbor let alone he will make a com- 
plaint to the authorities, and the blind police- 
man will find himself in trouble. 

The patrolmen are required also to look 
out for: ' 


The throwing or depositing of garbage, sweep- 
ings, scraps of paper, or refuse of any kind into 
the streets or on the sidewalks. 

Vehicles loaded and heaped up with manure, 
sand, carth, and clay or rubbish so that the con- 
tents are scattered on the streets. 


At present every one thinks the streets the 
proper receptacle for everything. Nothing is 
of more common occurrence that to see per- 
sons eating bananas and other fruit on the 
sidewalks and then dropping the skin or core’ 
on the walk. The arrest and removal to the 
police: station of a number of individuals 
caught in this business or of others caught in 
the act of sweeping litter from their stores 
and shops out into gutters would cure 
people of these dirty practices and aggressions 
on the public. It will be seen that nothing is 
said about throwing refuse into the alleys. 
That is because it is necessary for the police- 
men to keep on the streets. Those individu- 
als who persist in throwing their garbage, 
waste paper, and packing straw over the back 
fence when no one is on the lookout will have 
to be taken in hand by the sanitary inspect- 
ors, and taught that they can and must burn 
up in their stoves the greater part of their 
refuse. 

The paragraph in the instructions re- 
garding wagons with heaped-up loads which 
spill out their contents on the street is a most 
necessary one. At present the roadways are 
littered with garbage of all kinds, dirt, 
broken bricks, mortar, manure, and wood, etc. 

The ordinance which provides that water 
shall not be used for sprinkling except be- 
tween 6 and 7 in the morning and 6 and 8 in 
the evening is rarely obeyed. An effort will 
be made now to enforce it and to prevent the 
waste of water from open faucets and barn- 
hose, and in other ways, because there will 
be no water to spare from necessary uses dur- 
ing these hot months. The new two-mile tun- 
nel will not be available till October, and there 
will be a scarcity of water for drinking, cook- 
ing, and other purposes above the second 
story in many sections of the city unless its 
extravagant waste is radically checked, 
DEMOCRATS AND THE PENSION LEGIS- 

LATION, 

The New York World recently printed a 
broadside of a whole page devoted to the 
growth of the national pension system, 
the administrations of the various Pen- 
sion Commissioners, the abuses which 
have been perpetrated under pension 
laws by claim agents and attorneys, 
and the establishment of a new national debt 
by the increase of pensions from $20,000,000 
in 1867 to $130,000,000 in 1891. The respon- 
sibility for all of this of course is laid upon 
the Republican party. But should it not be 
divided between the two parties? 

What are the actual facts in the case? The 
pension legislation of the last thirty years, all 
the persion legislation indeed of the last 
seventy years, has been voted for by the Dem- 
ocrats in Congress. The Northern Democrats, 
all Democrats in fact who were not rebels, 
voted for every one of the pension laws which 
have been passed since the close of the slave- 
holders’ rebellion. Some of the Democrats 
in the South, where there were a considerable 
number of soldiers, as in Missouri, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, West Virginia, Maryland, and Del- 
aware, voted for them also. It was only the 
Confederates from the cotton States who 
voted against them, but the Northern Demo- 
crats with few exceptions placed themselves 
on record as favoring every one of these laws 
which are now so odious to this New 
York Democratic organ. There is therefore 
no more ground for its assault upon Republic- 


ans than on the Northern Democrats, Un- 


doubtedly there have been many abuses. Un- 
doubtedly many names have been placed upon 
the roils which should not, and the thing left 
to do is to weed them out. But who is going 
to repeal the pension legislation? The Demo- 
crats were in power four years and did 
not even propose to do it. They, however, 
failed to appropriate enough during the last year 
of their term to pay the pensions, and the Repub- 
licans had to make up the deficiency, and for 
that they are assaulted, when all that they did 
was to make good the neglect of the Demo- 
crats to vote sufficient money to pay them. 
The pension list will continue to increase 
until every man who served in the Union 
army is on the rolls. The bulk of them will 
get on under the dependent pension legisla- 
tion, owing to the loose manner in which it is 
constructed, and the remainder will get on 
under service pension acta which the Demo. 
crats will vote for. There will be increased 
taxes to meet these appropriations, which will 


go up before long from $130,000,000 to $200,- |

HERR CAHENSLY’S FAULTY FIGURES, 

One of the arguments submitted to the Pope 
by Herr Cahensly in his second meworial to 
show the necessity of de-Americanizing Catho- 
lies in this country was the statement that 


| Catholic immigrants and their children ought 


to constitute in the United States a population 
of 26,000,000, whereas the number here hardly 
exceeds 10,000,000. Therefore, he assumes 
that Catholicity has up to the present date sus- 
tained a net loss of 16 millions in the United 
States. . 
The statistics of immigration do not sustain 
Herr Cahensly’s assertions. The immigration 
tables just issued by the Bureau of Statistics 
of the Treasury Department, and covering the 
period of seventy years, or from 1821 to 1890, 
show that the total arrivals of immigrants 
during that period were 15,641,688. Of these 
immigrants the Scandinavians, numbering 
about 1,000,000, were all Protestants. Two- 
thirds of the Germans, or over 3,000,000, were 
Protestants, because two-thirds of the Ger- 
man people are. Those from England and 
Scotland, amounting to about 2,700,000, were 
90 per cent Protestants. Three-fourths of 
the Irish, amounting to about 3,600,000, 
were Catholics, Those from Austria and 
Italy, between 800,000 and 900,000, were 
Catholics, France has sent us about 
370,000, either Catholics or indifferentists. 
The total Catholic immigration for these 
seventy years has not exceeded 5,000,000 out 
of the total of 15,000,000. If this number 
had been doubled by births over deaths in this 
country the Catholics would have about 10,- 
000,000, which is what they claim. They have 
lost a considerable number, but these are 
offset by the Catholics that were in this coun- 
try previous to 1820 and their subsequent in- 
crease. If the 10,000,000 of non-Catholic im- 
migrants have doubled they are now 2,- 
000,000, This would leave 33,000,000 whovare 
Protestants and the descendants of the colo- 
nists and immigrants’ up to 1820, excepting 
the old Catholic population around New Or- 
leans and Baltimore and a few other spots. 
Brought down to actual figures and tested 
by official statistics the claims of Herr Ca- 
hensly are absurd. If it were conceded that 
the church has suffered a loss of 16,000,000 
perverts it would follow that all its increase 
has been on the side of the Roman Catholics, 
while Protestants and non-Catholics among 
the immigrants have remained stationary. 
Herr Cahensly’s figures are as delusive as his 
facts. Both are agaifist him, The Pontiff at 
Rome has had the sagacity to see this, and the 
American Bishops have played havoc with all 
his figures and assertions, It is not likely we 
shall hear much more of the Secretary of the 
Archangel Raphael Society for the present at 
least. 


Tux policy of the Republican party of Iowa 
has been dictated for about ten years by the 
extreme Prohibition wing. That of the Dem- 
ocrats has been dictated by the saloonkeepers, 
This last fact is so well understood that there 
area great many high-license Republicans 
who are afraid to trust the Democrats, fear- 
ing that no matter what they may say in their 
platforms an era of free rum would follow if 
they controlled the Legislature or that the sa- 
loonkeepers would not allow their party to re- 
quire a higher license than $52, 

There is much to justify these fears. There 
are prohibition Demecrats who vote for pro- 
hibition when there is nothing else at stake. 
Their ballots were cast with those of Repub- 
licans for the prohibitory amendment, These 
Democrats are disgusted with the power of 
the whisky shops over their party, but they 
never have the courage to revolt. With them 
prohibition is a matter of secondary impor- 
tance and party supremacy in State and Na- 
tional elections is the main thing in their eyes. 
Hence they never bolt, but support without a 
word of public complaint the candidates and 
the policies of the grog shops. 

With the Republican Prohibitionists it is 
different. If a Republican convention does 
what they do not like done, or does not do 
what they want done, they pack up and leave 
the party instanter. They are always 1 light 
marching order, to desert their flag and com- 
panions on a sentimental or crank proposition. 
The Republican army 1s made up in part of 
militia men who leave the field and. “go 
home” whenever they get angry with their 
officers. The Democratic army is made up of 
regulars who have Been so thoroughly drilled 
that they never mutiny even under the severest 
provocation, but stick to their colors and fight 
under them. 

If the liquor question should be resubmitted 
to the people of Iowa a large percentage of 
the Democrats would again vote for a prohib- 
itory law as they did a few years ago. But if 
the Democrats nominated candidates on an 
anti-prohibition platform they would all vote 
the ticket. If their Legislature should repeal 
the Prohibitory law and fail to pass either 
a license one or the **1>cal option measure 
the indorsement of which was omitted from 
the platform by the lady typewriter—not a 
Democrat would bolt. Many would groan 
over these violatéd pledges, but they would 
stand by the party and vote the straight ticket. 

That is what makes it such uphill work for 
the Iowa Republicans. Whatever they do 
seem to lose votes. Prohibition has driven

would drive them off. Whatever the Demo- 
crats do, they seem to lose nobody, because 
party success is so much dearer than principle 
to the members of that party.

required to do night work. This does not 
look like an exact balance between the ad- 
vantages gained by the company and 
the benefits it derivés from the Fair. 
It has subscribed $100,000 to the 
fund, and on the other side of the arrangement 
enjoys a monopoly of the traffic. The com- 
pany seems disposed to make the latter pay 
all it will bear, conceding practically nothing 
as an equivalent for the valuable privilege, 
except a contribution which is none too large 
for a line with such a mileage as the Illinois 
Central, which would expect to carry freight 
and passengers in free vompetition with other 
roads. The company ought to be required 
either to increase its subscription to the fund 
or reduce its charges to a scale warranted by 
the large amount of exclusive business thrown 
into its hands by virtue of its location with 
regard to the site chosen, Only in one of 
tRese two ways can the equation of common 
fairness be preserved between the railroad 
management and the Fair. The present 
method whereby the pound of flesh is ex- 
acted is so one-sided that the claim no agree- 
ment has been violated amounts to little 
short of an insult to the good sense of those 
who complain. Why should the company 
want to violate it when it gets on a wholesale 
business the same rate of pay it is content to 
exact from those members of the mercantile 
community for whom it transports freight in 
the comparatively retail way of a single car- 
load? Do the managers think such an excuse 
will be accepted as satisfactory? Do they 
suppose that the Fair Directors and the gen- 
eral business public will fail to see the thing 
in its true light as an unwarrantable exaction 
that practically amounts to a toll levied upon 
every pound of material that goes to form the 
great Exhibition. 


Tun silver plank of the platform adopted by 
the Iowa Republican convention is judicious. 
It approves the coinage act of last year by 
which the product of the silver mines of the 
United States is added to the currency of the 
country, and, of course, approves the terms of 
that act by which the currency is not depre- 
ciated, as demanded by the silver mine owners 
and the crazy Alliance people.

The total 
number of trade dollars redeemed under this 
act was 7,689,036. This, after bemg melted 
into standard bars, was used until this year as 
a stock for the coinage of subsidiary silver as 
needed. The entire amount redeemed on the 
Pacific Coast has been used for subsidiary coin, 
together with about a million and a half in the 
East, leaving $5,020,361 uncoined, The last 
Congress, however, in a rider to the Appro. 
priation bill of March 8, 1891, directed that 
this balance should be coined as soon as prac- 
ticable into standard dollars.”

‘Mints Taxed to Their Utmost, 

„It has been impossible up to the present 
time, because the coinage of 2,000,000 ounces 
of purchased bullion monthly—equivalent to 
$2,585,000—was made ene by the act 
of July 14, 1890, until the Ist of July this year, 
and it has taxed: the mints to their utmost 
capacity. If the purchases of silver had been 
distributed among the several mints in pro- 

rion to their coinage capacity, it would 
toe been practicable to coin the month- 
ly. quota without difficulty. But, as a 
matter of fact, of the 4,500,000 ounces 
purchased monthly, more than 3,500,000 are 
purchased at the Philadelphia mint. Hence 
the bulk of the standard-dollar coinage has 
been executed in the East, where all the trade- 
dollar bullion is stored.“ 

„Why are so large a proportion of the pur- 
chases made at Philadelphia!“ 

„The offers are competitive, and the gov- 
ernment always accepts the lowest. In each 
case it is the seller of the silver who pays the 
expenses of delivery. Now, the freigat 
charges from Pittsburg, Omaha, Chicago, St. 
Louis, and Kansas City, where the great silver 
retineries are located, happen to be 
cheaper to Philadelphia than to any other 
city where the Government has a coinage 
mint. The entire product of the silver mines 
on the Pacific coast—that is: in California, 
Nevada, and Arizona—is purchased at San Fran- 
cisco,.exeept what is offered at Carson. This 
amounts to only about 8, 000, 000 ounces ia the 

rear. Only one refinery located at Denver 
abitually offers silver for delivery at the New 
Orleans mint,” 

Is there any real demand for more sub- 
sidiary coin? 

The demand on the department for dimes 
is remarkable, We have turned out $8,176,476 
in these coins during the three years, but 
have not been able to keep up with the calls 
upon us, The coming lull in the mandato 
coinage of standard dollars, however, will 
give the mints an 8 to coin a large 
amount of fractional silver in such denomina- 
tions as the public requires; and this, in its 
turn, will convert a now unavailable asset into 
useful money, We shali execute also a large 
quantity of minor coinage—five cent and one 
cent pieces—the siock of which is about ex- 
hausted.”’ 

Have these been neglected by the mints, 
like the fractional silver?“ 

Jou would not think so, from the fact 
that our Philadelphia mint has struck 181,379,- 
671 of these pieces during the last three years. 
Yet they have all been readily absorbed in cir- 
culation, and the demand is now greater than 
ever. Frequently the mints have been work- 
ing from 8 o’clock in the morning till mid- 
night to meet the demand for small coin and 
at the same time turn out the standard dollars 
required of them by law.“ 


How the Currency Has Been Increased. 


“There is a good deal of curiosity among 
the public to know just how much the cur- 
rency has been increased by the several silver 
laws of recent years. 

„That is easily shown. The entire number 
of standard dollars coined from March 1, 1878, 
when the coinage was resumed, down to to- 
morrow night, when the mandatory coinage 
ceases, will aggregate 8405, 458,158. Of these 
$378,166,798 were coined under the act of Feb. 
28, 1878, commonly known as the Bland law; 
and against them certificates have been or 
may be issued, The coinage under the act of 
July 14, 1890, amounts to $27,291,365. All of 
these are stillin the Treasury. Of the coin- 
age under the act of 1878, $59,225,696 are bodi- 
ly in circnlation, and $318,941,097 are still in 

e Treasury vaults, thou h all except $3,863,- 
162 are covered by certificates. In addition 
there are $7,095,760 in silver certificates in the 
Treasury cash;'so that the total number of 
silver dollars coined under the act of 1878, still 
in the Treasury and not covered by certificates 
actually outstanding, is $10,958,922, Of the 
silver dollars coined under the act of 
July 14, 1890, about $4,500,000 represent the 
seigniorage or profit, against which, accord- 
ing to an opinion of the Attorney-General, 
certificates may lawfully be issued. Adding 
this to the amount not covered by certificates 
outstanding, we have $15,458,922 in silver dol- 
lars on which certificates may be paid out. 
The coinage from the trade-dollar bullion will 
add more than $5,000,000still, making $20,000,- 
000 and upward of silver dollars and silver 
certificates in the Treasury, which may be put 
out as desired during the next few months,”

BARDSLEY GOES TO PRISON FOR 15 YEARS.

PRILAD NRHA, Pa., July 2.—John Bardsley, 
ex-City Treasurer of Philadelphia, was brought 
into court this morning before Judge Willson 
to have sentence passed upon him for the con- 
fessed crimes of loaning, speculating with, 
and receiving interest on public funds in- 
trusted to his care as the chief judiciary offi- 
cer of the municipality.

Nevertheless, before Judge Willson 
had concluded and ordered him to rise and 
receive his sentence Bardsley had completely 
regained his composure and received the 
words that send him to prison fifteen years

TO BOULEVARD DIVERSEY AVENUE, 


The Council Committee Will Recommend 
the Passage of the Ordinance, 

Only three members of the Council Com- 
mittee on Streets and Alleys North were 
present yesterday when it was decided to fa- 
vorably report the ordinance providing that 
Diversey avenue be turned over to the North 
Park Board to be converted into a boulevard. 
The presence of four members is requirea for

When the matter came up Ald. Muelhoeffer 
remarked that the committee had been pro- 
ceeding as if sure that 25 cents per lineal foot 
per year would be the limit of the cost of 
maintenance of the boulevard, but his conver- 
sations with Mr. May of the Lincoln Park 
Commission had convinced him that it was 
useless to presume upon less than 60 cents per 
year. It costs $1 a year for the maintenance 
of evéry foot of Mic igan boulevard, not in- 
cluding repav and as certain that the 
25-cent basis for Diversey was far too low. 

Mr. Brookman understood that the Park 
Commissioners had stated that they would 
not assume control of Diversey avenue unless 
25 cents a foot for maintenance were assured 
and he had taken that as the sum they would 


accept. 

Mr. McAbee said that it would be unfortu- 
nate to pass upon a matter of doubt, lest it 
might be said hereafter that the committee 
deceived the property-owners.

Project for Indiana, Ohio, Michigan, and 
Wisconsin to Join Forces. 
InpraNnapois. Ind., July 2.—[Special.]—

Boards in Ohio, Michigan, and Wisconsin a

Work on the Temporary Hospital.

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NEW ELECTRIC RAILROAD 


SYSTEM WHICH 18 SAID TO EXCEL ALL 
THAT ARE NOW IN USE. 


J. C. Love the Inventor of a Street-Car Mo- 
tor Which He Thinks Will Revolution- 
ize Traffic—Overhead Wires and Other 
Leading Objections Done Away With— 
Mr. Yerkes Gives the Prajectors a 
Chance to Try Their New Scheme. 

Will cable systems have to go? The in 
ventor of a new electric street-car system 
says no more cable lines will be built, That 
his patent, or rather series of patents, has 
the strong indorsement of experts there is no 
doubt. The new system does away with over- 
head wires. By his system the wires are un- 
der ground in conduits, connection bei 
made through a slot. 

The inventor is J. C. Love, who says it took 
him geven years to perfect his invention. It 
can be adapted for underground .roads, for 
surface use, or for elevated roads. In the sur- 
face roads the conduits much resemble those 
of the cable roads, only they need 
not be quite so deep nor yet 80 
expensive. The conducting wires are placed 
in the upper part of the conduits, thoroughly 
insulated therefrom by glass, and are com- 
pletely protected from moisture, dirt, and 
other elements that give so much trouble to 
the exposed and overhead conductors now in 
general use on electric roads. The form of 
the conduit is such that any part of the con- 
ductors is readily accessible without inter- 
fering with or delaying traffic. 

The location of the motor is a new depar- 
ture. In nearly if not all systems heretofore 
used the motor is placed under the car, neces-

Where the Motor Is Placed. 

In the Love system the kingbolt of the car 
is in front of the axle to enable the placing of 
the motor above the axle. It is covered by 
heavy plate glass on which the motoneer—the 
driver—stands while directing the car. An 
electric light burns in the compartment ip 
which the motor is placed, so that the motoneer 
can at all times see the mechanism. He can 
raise the glass covering and get at the motor 
rapidly, and at all times, while the car is in 
motion, he can exercise complete supervision 
over it. The elevation of the motor gives the 
motoneer a high platform to stand upon, also 
giving him a view of the whole interior of the 
e 


ar. 

The contact wheel or trolley for collecting 
the current is an ingenious device having two 
contacts for each conductor so that should 
one fail the other has sufficient capacity for 
transmitting the current to the motor. 80 
trolleys are drawn into contact with the con- 
ductor by spiral springs, but should the 
springs fail there is a safeguard in the arin of 

e trolley, with which the trolley can be 
pre against the conductor. 

The cars are thoroughly insulated so that 
no shock can be given anybody on the car, 
while the insulation of the underground wires 
prevents the distribution of the current, also 
preventing the charging of the rails, which has 
given teamsters and others who cross electric 
roads so much trouble, 

What Is Claimed for the System. 

The big advantages claimed for the Love 
system are the metallic circuit completely cut- 
ting off the ground, thorough insulation ; the 
doing away with overhead wires; cheapness of 
construction ; the ability of the street car line 
to cross itself at any angle ;ortocross swinging 
bridges or steam_railroads where no conduit 
is permitted. The chief feature of the system, 
however, is its promise of a maximum of con- 
venience to the public. The road is so com- 
plete in detail, the inventor says, that the 
only trouble that can arise will be at 
the wer house. This would be excep- 
tional. The motor will not need removal, 
and the wires, should they need attention—a 
remote possibility, the inventor says—are readi- 
ly accessible at any point of the track just as 
the cable is. The forward wheels of the car 
are connected with an arm, and work much 
as the driving wheels of a locomotive. The 
noise of the car used in the overhead wire sys- 
tem is entirely done away with, while the cars 
are lighted and heated by the electricity be- 
fore the current is returned. 

To clean the conduits a brush can be at- 
tached to the trolley. Water flows through 
connections to the sewer, while dirt can be 
brushed te certain distances, where it can be 
gathered up. Frost, snow, rain—all will haye 
no effect on the progress of the electric cars, 
so the inventor says. 

To Test the System Here. 

The officers of the new company are: P. 
C. Hanford, President; John A. Roche, Vice- 
President: John G. Shortall, Treasurer; Al- 
bert G. Wheeler, Secretary and General Man- 
ager. The company is now constructing a 
mile and a half track on what is known as the 
Fullerton avenue loop of the North Chicago 
Street railway system. This is to demonstrate 
the practicability of the new system to Mr. 
Yerkes, who may introduce it on his North 
Side cable system. The new invention is such 
that it could be readily adapted to the present 
plant of the North Side Street-Car eompany, 
and if desired both systems could work on the 
same track, The cost of building the Love 
road, the inventor says, is about one-quarter 
the expense of the cable line. 

It is possible that in the near future the 

horse-cars of Chicago may be supplanted by 
electric motors. If so over 8,000 horses will 
find themselves out of jobs.

EFFECT OF THE NEW COPYRIGHT LAW. 


How Chicago Publishers Believe It Will 
Operate, 

By proclamation of the President the Copy- 
right law, passed by Congress in March, is 
now in force between this country, England 
and her possessions, France, Belgium, and 
Switzerland. What will be its influence on 
the prices of books and how will it affect pub- 
lishers and authors?“ was a question asked of 
several leading book publishers yesterday, 
who responded as follows: 


Gen. A. C. McClurg—-You see the law does not 
touch any of our classic authors or books already 
published, and it is not likely that in this century 
or for some years after there will arise another 
Dickens or Scott or George Eliot whom the 
masses will be anxious to get hold of at the first 
moment of publication. All the standard works 
will still be published as cheaply as ever, and the 
orice of new books by American authors will not 
be affected in this country. It is probable that 

ew English books copyrighted here will be a 

ttle higher, but the number of those I do not 
think will be large. By the terms of the law a 
book must be published simultaneo in this 
country and in Englaod or France or the copy- 
right privileges are lost. If a book 
were published today in England and did 
not also appear in this country any one would 
then have the right to print it tomorrow. Only 
authors of established reputations can find pub- 
lishers on both sides of the ocean who will issue 
their works simultaneously. Ouida or William 
Black or Oliver Wendell Holmes or Mark Twain 
and others doubtless might do this, but scores of 
others would find it difficult to do so, and the law 
would not affect their productions. As to the 
works of American authors I see no reason why 
prices should advanced. Our conditions of 
trade are different from those of England. There 
they publish, for instance, the first edition of a 
novel in three volumes at an exorbitant price and 
only alimited number of copies. We can’t do 
this. Unless we sell a large number of copies of 
a work we lose money on it. and to insure this 
large sale we must put the price at a most reason- 
able figure. 

Mr. Clarke of Belford, Clarke & Co.—The nat- 
ural effect of the law will be to enhance the price 
of copyrighted books, But after a time cheaper 
editions will appear. That is the rule of trade in 
England. A novel is first published in three vol- 
umes fora guinea. A few months later a one- 
volume edition appears for a quarter of the price, 
and after a few months more a cheaper ition 
can be bought for a shilling. We have not in 
this country the aristocracy of wealth and letters 
that run after high-priced first editions, because 
the number is limited, and so American publish- 
ers, to find sales for their copyrighted works, 
must issue them at a reasonable figure. The law 
is a good thing for authors and publishers and 
will do no kreat injury to the public. 

Mr. Eckle, manager of Brentano’s house—The 
law is good for not only authors and publishers, 
but for the book-loving public 8 because 
it will lead to the production of better books in 
every way. I don’t think it will raise prices be- 

ond the means of humble purchasers, for pub- 

shers will find it to their advantage to keep 
prices within the lines looked for by the masses. 
A publisher having exclusive control of a book 
can publish it in fine shape, both as to beper and 
binding. for 50 cents and make a fair profit. The 
old plan has been to publish quickly in any 
— and make a profit in a week before others 
could take advantage of the advertising given it. 
This necessitated poor books and low the 
taste of the buyer. Many books won't be copy- 
righted in foreign countries at all, andthe great 
majority of books can still be obtained as cheaply 
asever. A man may be the author of a book that 
will prove a sensational one, but having no inter- 
national reputation he may be unable to publish it 
simultaneously here and abroad, and so anyone 
— ublish it at will in every country but the 

uthor’s. 

Mr. Lee of Laird & Lee, publishers of transla- 
tions of, French and German works—I do not 
think the price of books will be much, if any, in- 
creased, though the price paid to the author may 
have something to do with that. A better class of 
booke will have to be published, and the cheap 
and flimsy editions may disappear, but I do not 
see any reason why should materially raise 
prices. The great standard works will still be 
within reach of the public at present prices.

Col. Haines of the Engineer Corps has now 
mapped out for the improvement of Fort 
Washington, the chef defense of this city on 
its water side, is once fairly under way. 

Fort Washington is an old-fashioned work 
of solid masonry on the Maryland bank of 
the river, about a dozen miles below here. 
The old armament will make way for two 
eight-inch disappearing guns, on whose car- 
riages the Ordnance Department is now at 
work. These guns, which are so constructed 
that their recoil causes their disappearancs 
automatically behind the parapet as soon as 
fired, ate of the Zuffington type, designed by 
Capt. Crozier. 

Before mounting them the walls of the fort 
will have to be greatly thickened. They were 
built at a time when guns and projectiles were 
much less serious affairs than now; for recent 
improvements in the implements of warfare 
have worked a positive revolution in the archi- 
tecture of defense. 

A mining casemate will be constructed ab- 
solutely hidden from the rivet, and bomb and 
shell-proof, from which submarine torpedoes 
sunk in the narrow channel can be exploded 
under passing warships or transports. 

Behind the parapet of the fort will be con- 
cealed a number of mortars. By the use of 
range-finders it will be possible to make these 
very effective for dropping a shower of bombs 
upon the invading vessels. Capt. King’s plan, 
which seems to meet with some favor at the 
War Department, is to get the range as near! 
as I ossible, and then fire one bomb and watc 
where it strikes. A second will probably come 
a little nearer the mark, or perhaps fall on the 
opposite side from the first. These two shots 
would tell the gunner, by a simple process of 
averaging, just about how to aim the rest of 
his mortars, and all of them could then be dis- 
charged in a volley with tremendous effect. 
Advantageous points have been found, at a 
safe distance from the fort, where the range- 
finders could be used, and they could be con- 
nected with the fort by telegraph, so that 
every movement of the invaders could be 
noted, and a signel sent at the exact .

"LONGSHOREMEN ATTEMPT ‘TO PRE- 
VENT THE UNLOADING UF BOATS. 


Policemen Called to the Rescue of the Non- 
Unien Laborers and Bloodshed Is Fre- 
vented- Probability That the Wages of 
Coal-Miners Will Be Reduced and That 
the Men Will Quit Work—Several Baild- 
ings Delayed in Construction. 


One hundred striking longshoremen on the 
Anchor line made a rush yesterday forenoon 
at the non-union men working on the steamer 
Wissahickon. The strikers poured down from 
the Clark street bridge along the narrow 
balcony leading to the vessel. There they 
were met by a policeman and General Agent 
J. C. Evans, who held them in check and pre- 
vented their assaulting the workers until the 
arrival of a patrol-wagon full of officers from 
Chicago Avenue Station, w they were dis- 
persed. The Wissahickon Juniata of the 
Anchor line were unloaded yesterday under 
police protection. 

On the Union line the Owego was unloaded 
under the eyes of policemen. The Lehigh 
Valley and Lackawanna lines are moving 
their vessels on time. Their trade has not 
been interfered with, as Head Stevedore J. 
M. Kelly, who has the contract for handling 
these vessels, pays by the ton and his men are 
not striking. Of this line the Cayuga and the 
Florida cleared yesterday. The Scranton will 
be in this morning. 

The Buffalo of the Western line was un- 
loaded under police protection yesterday. 
The Harlem, Chicago, Arabia, and Syracuse 
have cleared since the strike began. The 
Albany reached port last night. The places of 
strikers were filled on this line by men who 
were advertised for in newspapers. The 
Ogdensb urg is also working under police pro- 
tection. 

“There may a number of strikes result 
from the enforcement of the law, which went 
into effect yesterday, compelling coal compa- 
nies to pay employee by the ton for coal, to be 
measured before it is screened instead of after 
it is sereened, as was the old custom,“ said A. 
L. Sweet, President of the Chicago, ilming- 
ton and Vermilion Coal company. Our com- 


pany will have no trouble because we have a 


contract with the men which will run for a 
year yet. But down in the Central and South- 
ern Illinois districts there will be difficulties. 
The screens we use are with seven-eighths of 
an inch interstices; those used by some of 
the southern mines are as large as one and a 
half and two inch screens, A number o 
strikes have already occurred, as shown by 
ress telegrams, from this cause in Southern 
llinois. Corporations cannot afford to p bey 
the same*for unscreened as for screened co 
and the probabilities are that some mines 
will close down and others suffer from strikes. 
I anticipate considerable trouble in coal-fields 
on this account. . 
Situation in Railway. Circles. 

„There willscareely be a new federation 
formed among railway employés,” said Grand 
Master Sweeney of the Switchmen’s Mutual 
Aid Association, who reached home from the 
meeting of the Supreme Council at Terre 
Haute yesterday. We have still in the fed- 
eration the switchmen, firemen, and Brother- 
hood of Railway Condactors. They all pull 
together. The federation is still powerful. 
Of the outsiders the engineers never have fed- 
erated with us. The trainmen we have ex- 
pelled, but if Wilkinson and Sheehan are ex- 
pelled or succeeded in their offices the train- 
men might be readmitted. The action of the 
Order of Railway Conductors was a surprise 
to us. We had hoped to unite the Order of 
Brotherhood ot Conductors but it cannot be 
done at present. There are practically four 
factions of telegraphers. Until they unite we 
cannot receive them. The Trainmen and 
Order of Railway Conductors are not liable to 
federate, as there are many conductors in each 
and the motive for federation is not sufficiently 
at rong. 

There was a short strike yesterday on the 
„% Fair“ building. Because some non-union 
iron-workers were engaged and a number of 
policemen swarmed around and the union 
men believed they were working under police 
protection, the carpenters, plumbers, plaster- 
ers, and construction iron-workers struck at 
noon. A truce was patched up and they soon 
after resumed work. Work on the building is 
being rushed along day and night, with two 
shifts of men. 

Thirty men, carpenters, plumbers, and 
— 1 struck yesterday noon on a row of 

ats bei built wat South Park avenue and 
Thirty-eighth street because three non-union 
cornice-makers were put at work with them. 
Twenty-five men in the same three trades 
struck for a similar reason on a brewery in 
course of construction at Halsted and Black- 
hawk streets. Work was not resumed on 
either of the buildings yesterday.
